Tax Bill Conference Slated 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A Senate- 
House conference committee holds the 
fate of a farreaching bill that extends 
tax cuts for individuals and provides a 
variety of tax breaks for some of the 
nation’s largest businesses. 
The bill was passed 49 to 22 by the 
Senate on Friday night, nearly eight 
months after the House approved its 
own sharply different measure. 
Sometime the week of Aug. 23, 
leaders of the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee and the House Ways and Means 
Committee will start the tedious 
process of trying to reconcile dif­ 
ferences between the two bills. 
But one thing seems certain: The 
average taxpayer will face no increase 
in federal income taxes, at least until 
January 1978. 
Rep. Al Ullman, D-Ore., who will 
head the House conferees, indicated 
Friday that he favors the general 
approach taken by the Senate on in­ 
dividual taxes, which was to freeze 
them at current levels through Dec. 31, 


1977. The House bill would extend 
current tax cuts, originally enacted 
last year, only through the end of this 
year. 
The individual tax cuts now in effect 
are worth about $180 a year to a typical 
family of four with an income of 
$15,000. 
Extension of the individual tax cuts, 
along with across-the-board tax 
reductions th at were voted for 
businesses last year, represents the 
major part of the 2,000-page bill voted 
by the Senate. 
But the m easure contains an 
estimated 300 other provisions. 
There are special tax breaks for 
p arents of college students, for 
housewives, the elderly and working 
parents, and a complete rewriting of 
the estate tax law. 
There are across-the-board tax 
breaks for businesses, especially for 
oil companies, life-insurance com­ 
panies, airlines, railroads and ship­ 
builders. 


While the Senate bill is considerably 
m ore generous to investors and 
businessmen than is the House ver­ 
sion, it still attem pts to shut off some 
taxshelter abuses and to ensure that 
all high-income investors pay some 
taxes. 


The Senate bill seeks to offer specific 
tax relief to the parents of college 
students, by allowing them to take a 
special tax credit; to homeowners, by 
letting them deduct the cost of energy- 
related home im provem ents; to 
working parents, by simplifying and 
liberalizing tax benefits to offset costs 
of child care, and to homemakers, by 
launching a program that eventually 
could lead to federally subsidized 
pensions for spouses who don’t work 
outside the home. 
By 
prelim inary 
congressional 
estimates, the bill would raise $3.6 
billion a year by 1981 by shutting off or 
reducing a variety of tax benefits, 
mainly for investors and businesses.

Convention Could Dum p Schweiker 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Some of 
Ronald Reagan’s key conservative 
backers 
say 
th e re ’s 
a 
strong, 
organized effort to dump his hand­ 
picked running mate, Sen. Richard 
Schweiker, if Reagan captures the 
Republican presidential nomination. 
Three congressmen, all influential 
Reagan backers, said Friday that if 
Reagan wins the GOP nomination at 
the party’s convention some sup­ 
porters may seek to have the vice 
presidential nomination decided by the 
convention delegates. 
Meanwhile, President Ford is ac­ 
celerating his search for a running 
mate. White House spokesman Ron 
Nessen said Ford associates today will 
begin contacting persons who have 
been recommended for consideration 
on a Ford ticket. 
“They’ll be asked to keep the contact 
confidential,” Nessen said Friday. He 
declined to indicate how many persons 
will be asked to submit health and 
financial information on a confidential 
basis, with the understanding that it 
would be made public if they were 
chosen. 
Despite assurances from Reagan 
and Schweiker, many conservative 
R epublicans have voiced concern 
about the Reagan candidacy since the 
selection of Schweiker, owner of a 
liberal voting record while rep­ 
resenting Pennsylvania in the Senate 
since 1969. 
“There are telephone calls and 
letters criss-crossing this country like 
crazy,” said Sen. Jesse Helms of North 
Carolina, a Reagan backer. “I could 
nam e you a hundred prom inent 
Republicans who have said they are 
sticking with Reagan but Schweiker is 
another story.” 
Rep. Tom Curtis, Reagan’s state 


chairman in Missouri, said he has 
discussed with other Reagan backers 
the possibility of an open ballot for the 
vice presidential nomination. 
Reagan’s choice of Schweiker has 
not caused any m ass defection of 
delegates, 
an 
A ssociated 
P ress 
delegate survey has shown. But nine 
days before the convention’s start, 
Ford still is leading with 1,103 dele­ 
gates to Reagan’s 1,034. There are 122 
uncommitted delegates, and it takes 
1,130 for nomination. 
The AP total counts only those 
delegates publicly stating a preference 
or legally bound — not those leaning 
toward a candidate. 
Ford met with some delegates from 
South Carolina and Virginia Friday. 
One previously uncommitted South 
Carolina delegate, Raymond W. Sifly 
of Orangeburg, said afterwards he has 


decided to support Ford. 
Reagan and Schweiker head into 
West Virginia today after chasing 
after delegates in Schweiker’s home 
state Friday. 
On the Democratic side, presidential 
candidate Jimmy Carter remained at 
his Plains, Ga., home for a long 
weekend before traveling Monday to 
Washington, where he is scheduled to 
give a consumer speech to the Public 
Citizens Forum. 
Consumer crusader Ralph Nader 
will visit Carter in Plains today to brief 
the candidate on consumer issues. 
Plains will have another Washington 
visitor next week. CIA director George 
Bush will travel there Thursday to give 
C arter a second foreign policy 
briefing, the White House said Friday.

Defended 


TEHRAN, Iran I AP) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger says the 
continuation of major arm s sales to 
Iran is essential to American national 
security, a stable Middle East and to 
balancing Soviet power. 


“ The President, the Secretary of 
State and the government of the United 
States do appreciate the nature of this 
relationship,” Kissinger said in a toast 
at a dinner in his honor Friday night. 


Kissinger concludes two days of 
talks on arms, oil and nuclear reactors 
in a meeting today with Iranian 
Finance Minister Hushang Ansary at a 
formal session of the U.S.-Iranian eco­ 
nomic commission. 
In his toast, Kissinger criticized a 
recent Senate com m ittee report 
questioning the size and wisdom of 
U.S. military sales to Iran. 
The report said the United States has 
sold Iran $10 billion in arm s since 1972 
and 24,000 Americans have gone there 
in connection with the sales, thus 
raising questions of American in­ 
volvement in Iran. 
The report also charged that Iran 
had mismanaged the program and 
lacked technical ability to absorb the 
new, sophisticated weapons. 
Kissinger said the report’s charge of 
a serious American involvement was 
misleading. He said only 11,000 of the 
24,000 Americans in Iran were engaged 
in military-related work and the rest 
were on civilian business or were 
dependents.

In the figures released Friday, the 
department said women represent 9 
per cent or 312 of a total Foreign 
Service Officer Corps listed as 3,461.

NEW YORK - According to a 
French doctor, the day surely is 
coming when organized labor will seek 
midday “sex breaks'’ as a fringe 
benefit in union contracts. 
Wild, you say? Not at all. says Dr. 
Rene Tordjman. It’s already hap­ 
pening in Paris . . . 
While American companies are 
offering their employees “exercise 
breaks’’ — for jogging, handball, 
calisthenics or simple strolls around 
the corporate grounds, as a means of 
keeping workers happy and healthy, a 
Paris employer has granted the 
workingman a “bed benefit.” 
Machine tool operator M. Claude 
Spiessier signed the very special 
contract last year which allows him to 
take two hours off any afternoon to 
have “conjugal relations” with his 
wife. 
The employer says Claude is a 
happier man and a more productive 
worker. 
Spessier says the sex plan may have 
saved his marriage. 
And Dr. Tordjman, 
who 
is a 
sexologist with the French Association 
of Family Consultation Centers, feels 
this could be the start of a new era in 
satisfactory labor relations. He has 
conducted a nationwide survey of 
workers and claims that the “sexual 
aspect’’ has been the missing link in 
union endeavors to improve the 
working man’s lot. 
“They’ve increased his pay, short­ 
ened his hours, 
improved safety 
conditions at his work and lengthened 
his vacation periods,” says Tordjman, 
“but still the working man is not 
content. Why not? The answer is sex. 
The average worker’s sex life is poor 
to barely adequate.” 
It seems that most working men and 
women (seven out of IO, in France) 
don’t object to their jobs. They even 
like them. But what with the fatigue of 
traveling to and from work at peak 
hours, having to do household chores 
at home and take care of children, 
many of them I five out of IO) just don’t 
have much zest for sex. Tordjman 
lamented, “Many of those we in­ 
terviewed had sexual relations only 
during their vacations or sometimes - 
but not regularly - on weekends. They 
simply can’t find time during the 
working week and often, they or their 
mates are even too tired on Friday and 
Saturday nights.” 
This heartbreaking picture is 
compounded 
by 
the 
fact 
that 
workingmen sense that their bosses 
have really good sex lives. “This isn’t 
necessarily true, of course, but they 
won’t be persuaded otherwise,” says 
Tordjman. To the working classes, it 
appears that anybody who can afford a 
limousine and servants must have 
plenty 
of 
time 
for 
bedded 
op­ 
portunities. 
According to Bernard Kaplan, who 
broke the news from Paris, there is a 
growing feeling that unless workers 
have “a minimum standard of sexual 


opportunity,” there could be a crisis in 
worker 
apathy, 
followed 
by 
psychological 
problems 
and 
- 
sacrebleu! - possibly a general sex 
strike. 
One shudders to imagine the con­ 
sequences. If sex becomes part of 
labor negotiations in France, can the 
U.S. be far behind? 
“Never!” says a union negotiator in 
New York, who refuses to be identified 
until he has taken up the matter with 
the 
A.F.L.-C.I.O., 
United 
Mine 
Workers, Policemen’s Benevolent 
Association, etc., etc. “Frankly, I 
haven’t heard any sex talk, on an of­ 
ficial plane, but once the word gets 
around it could be an interesting 
demand for discussion at the next 
meeting. Employers are extremely 
health-conscious these days, and sex 
breaks would fall in neatly with the 
current 
movement 
toward 
recreational exercise programs.” 
An informal survey of office workers 


here indicates, however, that the “sex 
issue” may be months, possibly years, 
in the discussion stage. Eroticism and 
economics seem an unlikely com­ 
bination. The logistical problems, 
many employees said, would make it 
all 
but 
impossible 
in 
major 
metropolitan 
areas, 
unless 
management was willing to pick up the 
tab for taxis and commuter trains. And 
women workers were eight to IO 
against the concept, appearing to 
prefer a tennis break to midday 
conjugal relations. “There’s a lot of 
difference," observed one secretary, 
“between a contractual right and a 
conjugal urge.” 
• 


And, as one executive philosophized, 
“If the average male workingman 
were capable of making love on a 
regular basis in the afternoon, he 
would not be the average workingman 
at all. He would be the world’s most 
successful entrepreneur . . . ”

NEW YORK (AP) - General Motors 
surprised a lot of people, shareholders 
and union officials among them, with 
the timing of its announcement this 
week that it was restoring its quarterly 
dividend to 85 cents a share. 
Although 
the 
world’s 
largest 
manufacturer had declared a special 
50 cent dividend earlier this year it has 
left the quarterly rate at the recession 
level of 60 cents. Industry analysts 
thought it would continue. 
Among the reasons given was the 
company’s need to retain capital for 
expansion and the “necessity” of 
waiting until wage negotiations were 
over, lest workers use the dividend 
increase as an argument for a pay 
raise. 
GM didn’t listen to the analysts. 
After recording an amazing profit of 
$909 million in the second quarter, and 
expecting a strong third quarter as 
well, it decided to turn over close to 
$244 million to shareholders. 
That, roughly, is the sum that 85 
cents a share equals when multiplied 
by 287 million, which is about the 
number of shares owned by about 
1,325,000 GM shareholders. 
You may be sure that critics of GM 
will be quick to argue that this $244 
million represents a rakeoff by the 
rich, ignoring the simple division that 
reduces it to $107.40 per shareholder. 
GM is huge, and because of this it 
produces huge numbers — of cars, 
sales, dividends, wages, profits, taxes. 
Its sales figure is to many people 
almost incomprehensible, some $35.7 
billion in 1975, but all GM numbers are 
that way. 
I^ast year it employed 681,000 men 
and women, and that was a depressed 
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figure; in 1974 its employment was 
734,000. Its payrolls last year totaled 
more than $10 billion, and yet 1973 was 
a bigger year for payrolls. 
Since it is so big, the numbers 
sometimes obscure the fact that GM, 
and other lare companies too, are 
social organizations into which many 
people contribute and from which 
many people receive benefits. 
More surprising than the fact of a 
dividend restoration at what some 
people consider a strategically bad 
time is the distribution of the enor­ 
mous revenues that flow into GM. 
Last year, according to the GM 
annual report, 53.4 per cent went to 
suppliers, 34 per cent to workers, 6.6 
per cent to taxes, 2.5 per cent for 
depreciation, 
2 
per 
cent 
to 
stockholders, 1.5 per cent for “use in 
business.” 
In 1973 the company paid more than 
$2.1 billion in U.S., foreign and other 
income taxes. Last year, a relatively 
depressed one, the total still remained 
over $1 billion. 
All this is not a defense of big 
business, but merely a reminder that 
there is more to a company like GM 
than pollution, defective equipment 
recalls, layoffs and strikes, big execu­ 
tive salaries and high vehicle prices.

'S peaking Of Your Health 


by laitar I Colamon, M D 


There has been a dramatic decline 
recently in the mortality statistics of 
coronary heart disease. 
Dr. Weldon J. Walker, director of the 
Cardiovascular Department of the 
White Memorial Center in Los 
Angeles, has released a report in the 
medical 
magazine, 
“ Modern 
Medicine.” 
It was noted that during World War 
II, when there was a marked shortage 
of food, especially eggs and animal fat, 
cardiovascular mortality in Norway 
and Sweden declined considerably. 
When these foods became available 
again there was an 
increase of 
atherosclerosis 
and 
m ortality 
statistics. 
The international publicity about 
cholesterol, dietrary fats, cigarettes 
and early treatment of high blood 
pressure has paid off in remarkable 
dividends in the United States. 
Dr. Walker states, “The greatest 
decrease in smoking has been among 
middle-aged and older men, who are at 
high risk of coronary disease and 
account for most coronary deaths. 
“Therefore, the decrease of smoking 
in this group produced the major 
overall decline in coronary mortality.” 
Even greater reduction of mortality 


is inevitable if children are taught 
lifetime dietary habits that will 
prevent 
the 
formation 
of 
atherosclerosis (plaques of calcium) 
in the blood vessels. 
Intensive educational programs that 
will keep teenagers from embarking 
on smoking will add enormously to the 
prevention of heart disease in the 
following generations. 


Consider some of these factors that 
are now known to be vital to survival, 
as published in a statistical survey. 
“A man whose blood pressure is over 
150 has more than two times the risk of 
heart attacks and nearly four times the 
risk of a stroke as compared to a man 
whose blood pressure is under 120.” 
Add to this “a man with a blood 
cholesterol of 250 or more has about 
three times the risk of a heart attack 
and stroke of a man with a cholesterol 
level of below 194.” 


And finally, a man who smokes more 
than a pack of cigarettes a day has 
nearly twice the risk of heart attack 
and five times the risk of stroke as a 
non-smoker.” 
Think about this. Men and women 
must all think about this, and consider 
the joy of planned survival.

Little Change Seen In Jobless Rate 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) - Unem­ 
ployment increased for the second 
month in a row in July, rising from 7.5 
to 7.8 per cent, and leaving more 
people out of work than at any time in 
the past seven months, the gov­ 
ernment said today. 


The 
Ford 
adm inistration 
has 
predicted unemployment of less than 7 
per cent by December. 


But administration economists were 
somewhat confounded in June when 
the unemployment rate reversed a 
steady decline and edged upward by 
two-tenths of I per cent from 7.3 per 
cent in May. 


The number of Americans holding 
jobs advanced to a June record, but the 
number of unemployed swelled to the 
7.14-million level. And that was the 
largest number of people out of work 
since January, when 7.29 million were 
unemployed. 


The growth rate in the economy was 
cut in half in the second quarter of this 
year and goes a long way toward ex­ 
plaining why unemployment didn’t 
improve much over the first six 
months of the year. 
But 
John W. 
Kendrick, chief 
economist 
for 
the 
Commerce 
Department, says the job picture is 
being complicated by above-average 
growth in both productivity and labor 
force. 
Productivity, or the volume of goods 
or services produced per hour worked, 
traditionally rises during an economic 
recovery. Employers use their most 
efficient facilities when they’re run­ 
ning at less than full capacity, as they 
are now. And they wait until they are 
getting the most out of those already at 
work, usually preferring to pay 
overtime before calling furloughed 
workers back. 
Kendrick noted that early this year 
productivity was 5 per cent ahead of a 
year ago, which is slightly above aver­ 
age. 
Even more dramatic, however, he 
said, has been the growth in the 
number of people looking for work 
compared with previous recoveries at 
a similar stage. 
It’s not unusual that during a 
recession some workers simply drop 
out of the labor force, if for no other 
reason than they feel looking for a job 
is hopeless. Then, when things pick up, 
they're back out knocking on doors and 
swelling the ranks of the unemployed.

—Prices to ranchers for grain-fed 
cattle, which were the lowest in four 
years for the first half of 1976, should 
kart rising in this quarter and con­ 
tinue increasing until the first three 
months of 1977 when production picks 
up again. 
—The count of cattle and calves on 
farms at midyear was 133.5 million 
head, a drop in a year’s time of 4.65 per 
cent, or 6.5 million head. Beef supplies 
still are running 5 to 6 per cent ahead of 
any previous high point in U.S. history. 
The board’s George Hoffman said 


beef production should start turning 
higher toward the end of next year. But 
the smaller inventory of calves now 
and further cuts in herds this fall will 
limit that. 
Hoffman said stability of production 
will not assure supermarket price 
stability — a major factor in ultimate 
demand — because consumer incomes 
are rising. 
"If we continue to have increases of 
5 to 6 per cent in disposable income 
each year, we’ll have a 5 to 6 per cent 
increase in demand, too, if the 
longterm growth patterns hold. 
"If the supply is stable, prices then 
will have to go up 5 to 6 per cent in 
response to that demand,” he said. 
One of the factors that will help 
control those prices, at both the farm 
level and retail, he said, is the upturn 
in production of pork after 18 months of 
a restricted supply. 
Hog slaughter last year was the 
lowest in 20 years. 
The 
board’s report 
projected 
average increases in pork production 
in each of the next three quarters of 
between 15 and 17 per cent. That would 
keep the total red meat supply above 
last year’s levels before the seasonal 
wintertime drop.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
The White 
House says it will no longer give the 
public details about the size of Soviet 
nuclear tests, following two "sus­ 
picious" underground explosions that 
could politically em barrass President 
Ford. 
The State Department said Friday 
that congressional committees have 
been informed "on a classified basis" 
about the two Soviet underground 
tests. 
State 
D epartm ent 
spokesm an 
Frederick Z. Brown said the Joint 
Atomic Energy Committee and other 
"appropriate panels" were briefed in 
private about the July 4 and 29 tests. 
But he said there was no public 
disclosure that the Soviets may have 
tested in the range above that allowed 
by a new test treaty because it was "in 
the national interest" to keep the in­ 
formation secret. 
Both explosions were large enough 
to have been the subject of routine 


announcem ents 
under 
norm al 
procedures. But both were kept secret 
until they were revealed by the Energy 
R esearch and Development 
Ad­ 
ministration in response to queries. 
A White House official said that was 
because the National Security Council 
has decided to change its 30-year-old 
policy of publicly announcing Soviet 
weapons tests. 
Previously, the NSC routinely an­ 
nounced Soviet tests. But now an­ 
nouncements will be made only of the 
fact that a Soviet test has occurred and 
the time and the place, a White House 
spokeswoman said. 
An NSC official said the July ex­ 
plosions were not announced because 
the administration was reviewing its 
policy of revealing Soviet tests. 
There will be no estimate of the force 
of the blast because that will be a 
“critical figure in monitoring com­ 
pliance" with nuclear test treaties, she 
added. 
White House aides refused to say if 
Ford had ordered or approved the 
change, but did say he was 'fully in­ 
formed” of such matters. 
Ford has been criticized by Ronald 
Reagan, 
his 
opponent 
for 
the 
Republican presidential nomination, 
as conducting a policy that is placing 
the United States in a subservient 
military position. 
The actual signing of the latest 
underground test treaty was delayed 
several weeks in May, and some 
sources said Ford delayed the signing 
to avoid giving Reagan ammunition in 
key primaries early that month. 
Critics of the treaty argued at the 
time of the signing that it was a fraud 
because it "lim its" Soviet tests to 150 
kilotons, which is about IO times 
greater than the bomb dropped on 
Hiroshima in 1945. 
If it should be announced that the 
July explosions exceeded the limits, it 
would supply Reagan with campaign 
m aterial and would be considered a 
serious embarrassment.

Fatal To 4 
In Iowa 


NEOLA, Iowa (AP) — Lori Ring, 13, 
was on the school bus on a sunny day, 
perfect for a swimming outing. Then 
the 
bus turned over. 
When 
she 
regained consciousness, three young 
companions were dead. 
"All I remember was the bus driver 
yelled ‘oh no,’ and I looked out and 
everything was all blurry,” Lori said 
later. "When I came to, I was looking 
at my dad. I was out till Dad shook 
me.” 
Ixiri, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Paul 
Ring, was one of at least 33 survivors 
of the accident Friday afternoon near 
Neola. The accident killed two 8-year- 
olds, one of them the daughter of bus 
driver Carolyn Jam es, and a 12-year- 
old. Most survivors were taken to a 
hospital in nearby Council Bluffs for 
treatm ent or observation. 
Authorities said they did not know 
how many were on the bus because 
nobody made a list. A few survivors 
might have walked away. 
Investigators from the 
National 
Transportation Safety Board today 
were trying to find out why the Tri- 
Center School District bus overturned. 
F rid a y ’s trip was a privately 
organized affair, not a school outing. 
Last year, the deteriorating Neola 
swimming pool was closed because the 
town didn’t have money for repairs. So 
parents in the farming community of 
about 1,000 sent their children on 
twice-weekly trips to a swimming area 
at Avoca, about 22 miles away. 
And this time, less than a mile north 
of Neola, the bus hit a bridge abutment 
on Iowa Highway 191. The impact 
ripped out the front axle. The bus 
jumped onto the bridge railing and 
flipped into a ravine. Its front end was 
sheared off. The motor fell into Mos­ 
quito Creek.
